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1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. The "brief description" of Figs. 7 and 8 on pages 4-5 is not brief and 
should not include reference numerals. It is suggested that this information be 
placed in the Detail Description of the Invention section. 

b. The number of terminals (i.e. 1 1 on page 5, line 10) should be written out 
as -eleven- so as not to be confused with the reference numerals. 

c. Contrary to page 5, line 11, the open space does not face "downward." 

d. The use of "heaved" on page 5, line 15 appears to be inappropriate. In 
addition, this sentence appears to be missing text. 

e. On line 3 of page 6, it appears that "for that" should be deleted. 

f. On line 4 of page 6, it appears that "structure, the" should be changed to 
-structure. The-. 

g. What are the "correct directions" suggested on the last line of page 6? 

h. Contrary to page 9, line 1, etc. the block member 32 is not seen to 
resemble a "cone." 

i. The sentence on lines 9- 12 of page 9 is unclear. 

j. On line 14 of page 10, it appears that "53" should be -54-. 
k. Applicant is kindly requested to proofread the entire application. 
Appropriate corrections are required. 

2. Claims 1-6 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

• On line 8 of claim 1, "of should be deleted. 

• As noted above, the block member is not cone shaped. It is suggested 
that "formed as a cone block member" be deleted from line 12 of claim 1 and 
line 1 1 of claim 5. 

• On the last line of claim 1 and the penultimate line of claim 5, it appears 
that "at" should be changed to iin-. 

Appropriate corrections are required.
